Police probe 
of motels finds 
mice, bedbugs 
and asbestos

Albertans in financial distress 
are being housed in substandard 
conditions at discount motels on 
the province’s dime with the gov¬ 
ernment unaware of the squalor, 
a year-long police investigation 
revealed. 

Edmonton Police began the 
investigation, dubbed Project 
Watch, when they noticed higher 
crime rates around a cluster of 
west-end motels. But as it un¬ 
folded, they found people on so¬ 
cial assistance occupying rooms 
filled with mice, bedbugs and 
asbestos. As a result, police are 


investigating motels across the 
city and bringing in other agen¬ 
cies for help. 

Det. Kevin Fald, one of two of¬ 
ficers assigned to Project Watch, 
said he was stunned at the state 
of rooms covered on the govern¬ 
ment tab. 

Fald added that Alberta Works, 
which oversees rooms for people 
in financial distress, appeared ig¬ 
norant to the reality of the situa¬ 
tion —the only interactions with 
clients were via phone. 

“These places were a mess. 
What we found was there were 
bedbugs, cockroaches, mould, 
asbestos,” he said. 

According to data provided by 
Human Services in late 2014, the 
province placed 1,040 people in 
motel rooms on an emergency 
basis during the 2011-2012 fiscal 
year; in 2013-2014, that number 
jumped to 2,276. The cost of 
these lodgings has risen to nearly 
$4 million annually. 

Kathy Telfer, a spokesperson 
for Human Services, was unable

to provide current costs and 
admitted the organization 
didn’t know about the state of 
the rooms. 

“It was new information to 
us. We know that there is a chal¬ 
lenge in finding temporary ac¬ 
commodations for families who 
are finding themselves in these 
situations and needing supports.” 

Supt. Brad Doucette, who first 
pushed Fald to look into spiking 
crime rates around motels, said 
officers are now working with 
health personnel, city bylaw of¬ 
ficials, occupational health and 
safety and Alberta Works to im¬ 
prove living conditions for the 
families living in these prop¬ 
erties.

Public invited to keep count 
for Butterfly Roundup 


Researchers 
want to record 
all species living 
in Alberta

Butterfly enthusiasts are ask¬ 
ing Albertans to keep their 
eyes to the sky for the winged 
creatures as they set out to 
record nearly 200 different 
species suspected of living in 
the province. 


The official Butterfly Round¬ 
up kicked off in March and, to 
date, 31 butterfly species out 
of an estimated 173 have been 
recorded. 

University of Alberta ento¬ 
mologist John Acorn said the 
number of butterfly species ex¬ 
pected to live in Alberta dates 
back to the 1800s. Since it was 
first recorded, Acorn suspects 
the number has changed. 

“It’s kind of like rounding 
up the stock to see how many 
head you’ve got,” said Acorn. 

Some species, Acorn noted, 
haven’t been seen for a very 
long time — some more than 
a century — which could 
suggest they no longer call 


Alberta home. 

“My expectation is, we’ll 
probably be able to confirm 
at least 160 (species). Some of 
those will be rather difficult. 
It might just be that they were 
blown into Alberta back in 
some freak storm ... or some¬ 
thing and that we shouldn’t 
really be looking for those. 

“We might find some others 
we weren’t expecting.” 

Acorn said he hopes the 
roundup will appeal to nature 
enthusiasts who enjoy lists and 
challenges. 

“The people like me, who 
are more biologists, we like 
data. We’re hoping that it’s a 
win-win. It’ll be fun for people 


to go out searching,” he said. 

From caterpillar to butterfly, 
the lifespan for the insect 
is roughly one year, while 
an adult butterfly’s lifespan is 
just two weeks. 

Acorn hopes the Butterfly 
Roundup will last the next few 
years, with the list slowly 
whittled down each 
year.

Living life from room to room

The play mat sits just inside the 
motel room door, on the sliver 
not used by beds or furniture. 

On the mat is an imaginaiy 
town that has tiny streets meant 
for tiny cars. For the five kids 
who live in this room, it’s about 
the only space they can play in. 

Duane Mineault, 37, his wife, 
Tanya, and five kids have been 
living in motel rooms for the last 
year. A few weeks ago, Mineault’s 
two oldest boys, aged 12 and 13, 


were moved to a group home, 
but his other five children, aged 
nine all the way to newborn, 
sleep in one of the two rooms 
the family has. 

In the last year, the family has 
lived in seven motels. 

Sometimes it’s only for a night 
or two, but the majority of their 
time has been spent in three 
lodgings — one on Edmonton’s 
western edge, the other in Bev¬ 
erly and this one, which is so 
far south it’s barely still in town. 

The family’s cars need re¬ 
pairs, and until they can afford 
to pay for them, they walk or 
take transit. 

Living this way, Mineault wor¬ 
ries about his children’s health. 

“Our doctors want us out, the 
nurse wants us out — eveiyone 
wants us out of this room.” 

And yet they stay. They have 
little choice. 

Mineault’s family has no in¬ 


come. Because of a workplace 
accident, he limps around on a 
badly injured foot. He was trying 
to get into the trucking industry 
when a large load was dropped 
on his foot, crushing it and leav¬ 
ing him unable to work. 

Before the year of temporary 
living began, the family had a 
home through a social agency. 
Then, it was condemned. 

As clients of Alberta Works, 
they’re staying in the hotel at tax- 
payers’ expense. Mineault can’t 
get all the answers on the costs, 
but he believes the government 
is billed at least $8,000 a month 
for the two rooms. 

Despite the lack of space in 
this motel, it’s the best place 
they have lived in the last year. 

Cockroaches, mice, bedbugs — 
all plagued the first extended stay 
they had in the city’s west end. 

“Mice were climbing the 
walls, it was so infested,” said 


Mineault. “I had to sleep with 
the lights on.” 

From there it was on to the 
other side of the city and a Bev¬ 
erly motel with similar problems, 
plus sketchy neighbours who 
made them feel unsafe. 

“That place was like we were 
in jail,” Mineault said. “It was like 
hell on earth.” 

It was in that motel where 
Mineault and his family came to 
the attention of Project Watch, 
the Edmonton Police investiga¬ 
tion that aims to deal with these 
problem spots and puts a special 
emphasis on getting families out 
of the motels. 

Det. Kevin Fald, who is help¬ 
ing spearhead the project, said 
since they started working on the 
issue, they have brought Alberta 
Works supervisors out to see 
where families have been living. 

“It was an eye-opening experi¬ 
ence when they came out and 


they got to see how bad some of 
the places actually are,” said Fald. 

Mineault said he’s had virtu¬ 
ally no contact with his case¬ 
worker and she has never visited. 

“We’ve met her once in nine 
months and she has a caseload 
of 300 people,” he said. 

He estimates that over the 
last year, the government has 
spent $70,000 keeping his family 
housed. Before the train of tem¬ 
porary lodgings, he asked for 
help with a $1,700 damage de¬ 
posit to get his family into a 
permanent home, but was turned 
down. He said the permanent 
home, which the department is 
now working to provide, would 
bring his kids stability, get them 
into regular schools. 

It’s past time he says for his 
family to have a real home. 

“My family has been in and 
out of school. Every one is a year 
behind.”

Police call for minimum 
standards for lodgings 

Edmonton Police say their 
Project Watch investiga¬ 
tion into crime and disor¬ 
der issues around motels 
the government was using 
to house people on social 
assistance shows the need 
for minimum standards. 

Supt. Brad Doucette 
said he would like to see 
the government adopt 
a minimum set of stan¬ 
dards for motel and hotel 
operators, which currently 
don't exist. 

"There is no rule that 
says they have to change 
the sheets between cus¬ 
tomers," he said.

The skyscrapers going up south 
of the new arena could soon be 
joined by development north of 
the Oilers new home as develop¬ 
ers begin to look at the area. 

The Katz group announced 
last week that two more floors 
in the new City of Edmonton of¬ 
fice tower had been leased out 
to RBC dominion securities. The 
city is taking up about half of the 
space in the new building, but 
the Katz Group had to lease the 
rest of the building, a process 
they say is going veiy well. 

“We’re pretty close to 80 per 
cent of the building fully leased 
and our expectation is to have 


it all leased by sometime this 
fall,” said Glen Scott, the com¬ 
pany’s senior vice president of 
real estate. 

In addition to the Edmonton 
tower, Stantec’s new headquar¬ 
ters and a host of other smaller 
projects, the company also has 
a sizeable piece of undeveloped 


land north of 105th Avenue. 

Scott said the company owns 
about nine acres in the area, but 
it will be some time before it’s 
developed. “There is a lot of as¬ 
sessment work that has to go into 
it, to figure out what the base 
infrastructure is there,” he said. 

He said the company doesn’t 


know exactly what will go into 
the area, but it will likely be a 
mix. “It’s really too early in the 
game to say, obviously anything 
that happens will have some 
residential component, because 
we think mixed use is the way 
to go,” he said. 

He said he believes more de¬ 
velopers will start to look to the 
area north of downtown as down¬ 
town fills up. 

“You’re going to see other de¬ 
velopers step forward with plans 
and see the landscape change 
dramatically,” he said. 

Coiy Wosnaclc, principal with 
Avison Young, a commercial real- 
estate brokerage, said that he 
agrees and suspect more develop¬ 
ers will begin to look at the area 
just north of downtown. 

“You’re going to see a lot of 
interested parties planning for 
the next wave of modern de¬ 
velopment,” he said. 

He said projects won’t begin 
popping up overnight, but in the 
long-term there will be interest. 

“The development industry is 
not one for the short-sighted.”

Having undergone major sur¬ 
gery, a Calgary patient said she 
felt more like a sardine while 
recovering at a city hospital and 
said nurses were pleading with 
her to go public about the space 
crunch on their unit. 

Laura Bitz underwent a com¬ 
plete hysterectomy at Peter 
Lougheed Centre April 27. Dur¬ 
ing her recovery, she was trans¬ 
ferred to a unit on a fourth floor. 

As Bitz became more lucid, 
she began to realize another 
patient was crammed in right 
next to her. Both she and son 
Chaz Smith are convinced the 
room was originally intended 
for a single patient but had been 
modified to squeeze two in. 

“Even getting two nurses in 
there to help us, it was so crowd¬ 
ed,” she said. “They were banging 
into tables and had to keep mov¬ 
ing things to manoeuvre around 
the patients. It was ridiculous.” 

Smith also snapped some pic¬ 


tures of the tight quarters. 

Provided with Smith’s photos, 
Alberta Health Services declined 
to comment on whether the 
room was intended for one or 
two patients and said it would 
be “considered an overcapacity 
space.” 

“AHS recognizes that while 
sometimes the treatment space 
is not optimal, AHS continues to 
deliver safe and effective care to 
every patient,” the health body 
said in a statement. 

“The decision to place a pa¬ 
tient in an overcapacity space is 
based on available capacity and 
is made in consultation with 
their care team to ensure they 
are being cared for in the most 
appropriate place.”

Edmonton 
catches up to 
the urban cafe 
culture trend

Suddenly, as if coffee culture 
had just been discovered, 
there’s tasty, independent cof¬ 
fee on par with most other big 
cities available within a short 
walk in Edmonton’s down¬ 
town. 

It’s something Edmonton 
couldn’t boast of even two 
years ago, and it’s something 
that increasingly defines cities 
for the growing, urban, Gen Y 
generation that’s choosing to 
live downtown. 

Melbourne, for example, 
has come to be known as the 
capital of coffee culture for 
its layers of small, independ¬ 
ent cafes and the lounging, 


friendly, people-mixing culture 
that they build. 

And while Edmonton will 
never have Melbourne’s cafe- 
friendly weather, it’s now get¬ 
ting at least part of its coffee 
culture — a shift that includes 
the recently opened Transcend 
on 104 St., Coffee Bureau on 
Jasper Ave. at 105 St., and Bur¬ 
row, in the pedway at Central 
LRT station. 

But Lock Stock, the latest 
to join the indie coffee trend, 
is part of something even big¬ 
ger, according to its co-owner. 

Lock Stock is a tiny shoebox 
of an espresso bar with a Brook¬ 
lyn brownstone vibe and, on 
holiday Monday, smooth jazz 
playing over the stereo. 

It opened in late February 
and it’s wedged in between the 
popular Red Star and Bower 
bars. 

The idea for Lock Stock has 
many layers, explains co-owner 
Blair McFarlane, who also co¬ 
owns Red Star. 

Its genesis was simple: an¬ 
other Red Star co-owner was 
leaning on the bar one day and 
said, “why don’t we try to open 


up a coffee shop within Red 
Star?” says McFarlane. 

But there are bigger ambi¬ 
tions in tiny Lock Stock. 

Rather than seeing the other 
indie coffee shops nearby as 
competition, McFarlane sees 
them as complimentaiy, and 
part of a bigger trend that Lock 
Stock is part of— one of pull¬ 
ing people downtown. 

As the co-owner of Red Star, 
which traces its roots back 
to Halo, a nightclub he and a 
few others opened in the same 
building about 15 years ago, 
Lock Stock is yet another way 
to add life to a still-struggling 
downtown culture. 

“We’re definitely trying to 
create some sort of atmosphere 
downtown,” McFarlane says. 
“That’s the reason we came 
here almost 15 years ago. Me 
and my two business partners 
... we were living in Vancou¬ 
ver at the time and we came 
home and we were sitting at 
Joey Tomatoes and downtown 
was a ghost-town,” he says.

Canada urged to speak 
against cluster bombs

Student denied 
permission 
to smoke 
prescribed pot 

Michael Wileniec used to walk 
across the street from his Saska¬ 
toon high school several times 
a day and hang out with the 
rest of the smokers, although 
he was the only one puffing on 
prescribed medical marijuana. 

His routine ended earlier this 
year when school officials told 
him he could not smoke pre¬ 
scribed weed on school grounds, 
nor could he attend classes while 
under its influence. Wileniec 
fought the ruling before the 
school board and lost. 

“We got a reply back from the 
superintendent saying there’s no 
need for medical marijuana in the 
school and that a student under 
medical marijuana is a safety 
hazard,” the 21-year-old said. 

Wileniec has filed a human 


rights complaint and lawyers 
believe he’s the first student in 
Canada to do so. 

The case is not likely to be 
settled by the time Wileniec 
graduates from Nutana Collegi¬ 
ate at the end of June. But he 
says it’s an important fight that 
he’ll continue for others. 

Wileniec was seven when he 


was diagnosed with hereditaiy 
multiple exostoses, a disease in 
which benign tumours grow on 
his bones and into his joints, 
often pinching nerves. He’s in 
constant pain. 

Medical treatments have de¬ 
layed his progress. That’s why 
he enrolled three years ago at 
Nutana, a community school 


that focuses on academic up¬ 
grading and career training. It 
was around that time that his 
doctor gave him a prescription 
for medical marijuana. Wileniec 
says pot works better for him 
than painkillers, dulling the 
agony while allowing him to 
focus on classworlc. 

The school was OK with it at 
first, Wileniec says, provided he 
smoked off grounds. But when 
he took an 18-month hiatus to 
have his left leg lengthened, a 
painful process involving screws, 
he returned to find new officials 
and new rules. 

His lawyer, Heather Funk, says 
it’s obvious her client is being dis¬ 
criminated against, since other 
students are allowed to take 
medications at school. Wileni- 
ec’s family had suggested he use 
a vaporizer in the nurse’s office, 
making the marijuana virtually 
odourless. The school said no. 

A spokeswoman with Saska¬ 
toon Public Schools says the div¬ 
ision addresses medical needs on 
a “case-by-case basis.”

Canada has an obligation to 
publicly warn Saudi Arabia, its 
military partner in an ongoing 
bombing campaign in Syria, 
to refrain from using banned 
cluster bombs, say advocates 
who campaigned against the 
weapon.

Regardless of Canada’s ac¬ 
tivities in Syria, it has an inter¬ 
national legal obligation to 
speak out because it ratified 
the United Nations treaty to ban 
cluster bombs, said Steve Goose, 
the head of the arms division of 
Human Rights Watch. 

“They could have done a de¬ 
marche or something,” said 
Goose, referring to the use of a 
standard, behind-the-scenes dip-

the Foreign Affairs depart¬ 
ment on Monday said Can¬ 
ada would pursue oppor¬ 
tunities "to discourage the 
use of cluster munitions by 
states not party to the con¬ 
vention."

Community 
shares tips on 
hitchhiking, 
hopping trains 

Eric St. Pierre may not have 
been an obvious candidate for 
the hobo life. Growing up in 
Windsor, Ont., he spent eveiy 
waking minute outside of high 
school online, playing World of 
Warcraft or scrolling through 
message boards. 

He’s always had wanderlust 
— at 15, he became obsessed 
with the idea of walking across 
Canada and begged friends to 
come with him. The plans fell 
apart, his friends grew up and 
they went to university or got 
full-time jobs. 

St. Pierre felt stuck. At 21, 
he was spending his days an¬ 
swering phones in a FedEx 
office and crashing at home 
every night, drained of energy 
or inspiration. 

“I went into a pit of depres¬ 
sion. I couldn’t sleep veiy well, 
getting up two or three times 
a night,” he recalled. “I could 
hardly look people in the eye.” 

Then he came across an 
Internet forum thread about 
vagabonds. Intrigued, he 
clicked through and found 
Squat the Planet, an online 
community filled with tips on 
how to safely train hop, hitch 
rides and sleep outdoors. 


One day, he asked his dad to 
drop him off at a truck stop. 
His life as a hobo had begun. 

St. Pierre is one of many 
young Canadians who are 
dropping out of the 9 to 5 life 
and hitting the road to work 
odd jobs, dumpster dive and 
sleep under the stars. But while 
vagabonds of generations past 
stayed connected through a se¬ 
cret code scratched on walls, 
today’s hobos are turning to 
iPhones, Tumblr and Faceboolc. 

“Never, ever, ever in our his¬ 
tory have we been anti-tech¬ 
nology,” said Huclc, a U.S. train 
hopper who asked that his real 
name not be used. 

“When freight trains were 
invented, hobos were the first 
ones to jump on ’em, and when 
automobiles were invented, we 
were sticking out our thumbs 
for rides.” 

Huclc is the founder of /r/ 
vagabond, a reddit community 
for hobos to share photos and 
advice about living on the road. 

The forum has grown rapidly 
from 500 to 10,000 members 
in the past year, according to 
Huclc. 

Many outsiders are surprised 
to learn that homeless travel¬ 
lers use the Internet and smart 
phones. But Huclc pointed out 
that it’s pretty cheap to buy a 
used cell and a package of pre¬ 
paid minutes. Even those who 
don’t have phones can pop into 
a public libraiy to use Google 
Maps or Craigslist, he said.

Eveiy emergency department 
doctor who treats children has 
probably had conversations 
that started with: “I’m pretty 
sure he’s fine, but...” or “I know 
I shouldn’t be here, but...” 

A tally done by the Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital of Eastern On¬ 
tario found that roughly 45 per 
cent of the 72,500 kids who 
were seen in the emergency 
room in the last fiscal year had 
health problems that were of 
“low acuity.” That means they 


were not urgent or severe. 

Many of those children could 
have — and should have — 
been cared for by family doc¬ 
tors or at walk-in clinics, says 
Dr. Ken Farion, an emergency 
medicine physician. 

The Ottawa-based hospital 
is trying to educate parents 
on the appropriate use of the 
emergency department. 

“Where five or six years ago 
we would have seen about a 
third of our patients would 


have been lower acuity, we’re 
now seeing 45 per cent,” 
Farion said. 

“We need families to make 
a different choice to protect 
this resource for the children 
who clearly need to be here.” 

CHEO gives parents a bro¬ 
chure with some guidelines. 

For example, fever in a nor¬ 
mally healthy child who has been 
vaccinated and who appears 
playful when the temperature is 
brought down by drugs can be 


seen by a family doctor. Fever in 
an infant (under three months) 
or in a child who appears hard 
to wake should lead to the ER. 

Minor head injuries with no 
loss of consciousness, confu¬ 
sion or vomiting can be seen by 
a family doctor or at a walk-in 
clinic. Head injuries involving 
loss of consciousness, confu¬ 
sion and repeated vomiting, or 
that require stitches, should be 
seen in the emergency depart¬ 
ment.

Nunavut prison 
'hell' gets upgrade 


CORRECTIONS 

Yet system is 
still failing its 
inmates, says 
auditor general 

The intake cell at what may be 
Canada’s most decrepit prison 
at one time offered all sorts of 
useful information. 

Names on the walls would 
let you know who had been 

inside. Tidbits such as “_ 

is a rat” suggest who couldn’t 
be trusted. 

And the sentence once 
carved into the door was prob¬ 
ably the most succinct orien¬ 
tation prisoners ever received 
to Nunavut’s notorious Baffin 
Correctional Centre in Iqaluit. 

It said, “Welcome to hell,” 
recalled guard Susan Idlout. 
“When that door closes and 
you see that, you don’t feel 


so good.” 

It’s all been removed by a 
$900,000 renovation that is 
cleaning up the prison’s per¬ 
vasive mould, its broken fire 
sprinklers, its punched-out 
walls, its un-cleanable bath¬ 
rooms. A new building next 
door has eased overcrowding, 
and prisoners no longer bunk 
down in the gym. 

“It was pretty gross walk¬ 
ing in there in the morning,” 
said director of corrections JP 
Deroy. “Thirty men and no 
bathroom.” 

But a federal auditor gen¬ 
eral’s report released in March 
remains harshly critical of cor¬ 
rections in Nunavut. 

“The Department of Justice 
has not met its key respon¬ 
sibilities for inmates within 
the correctional system,” it 
concludes. 

With no room to do much 
more than warehouse in¬ 
mates, little programming is 


conducted. 

An adjacent 48-bed, min¬ 
imum-security facility called 
Malcigiarvilc that opened in 
March is easing some of the 
overcrowding. 

So is a new 48-bed min¬ 
imum- and medium-security 
prison in Rankin Inlet. 

Still, the auditor general says 
Nunavut has a way to go. 

Even with the new facilities, 
he predicted Nunavut will be 
short 70 prison beds within the 
next decade. And there’s still 
no maximum-security space. 

A “business case” for a max¬ 
imum-security facility is being 
prepared, the response says. 

Deroy said the offenders 
under his charge deserve at 
least that much. 

“These people that are with 
us, they come from our fam¬ 
ines. They come from our com¬ 
munities. 

“They’re our people.”

Crow dfunding not just for charity 


At a time when municipal 
budgets are stretched and 
urban-improvement projects 
may not top a city’s prior¬ 
ity list, community groups, 
non-profits and local govern¬ 
ments are increasingly turn¬ 
ing to crowdfunding to help 
finance public projects. 

Crowdfunding websites, 
which allow groups and in¬ 
dividuals to solicit donations 
online, are usually associated 
with artists, entrepreneurs and 
humanitarian projects. 

However, a small but grow¬ 
ing number of crowdfunding 


campaigns are looking to fi¬ 
nance civic projects, such as 
artwork, green spaces and pub¬ 
lic spaces. 

In the United States and Eur¬ 
ope, purpose-specific sites such 
as Spacehive, IOBY and citiz- 
investor have been used to 
fund eveiything from bridges 
to bicycle services. 

Although the practice is less 
common in Canada, the pres¬ 
ence of a host of online cam¬ 
paigns seems to indicate that 
civic crowdfunding may be on 
the rise in this country. 

There are several advantages 


to crowdfunding urban pro¬ 
jects, says Nicolas Koff, the co¬ 
founder of Projexity, a Toronto- 
based crowdfunding website. 

These can include engaging 
people and bumping up the 
timeline of projects that would 
otherwise take years to complete. 

“A lot of projects remain 
on the table for five, 10, or 20 
years because they’re never 
really high priority,” Koff said. 

“We’ve seen a lot of really 
great projects fall through the 
cracks due to lack of visibility, 
lack of engagement, lack of

Doctor says 
he could have 
surgery by end 
of the week 

Ottawa Senators owner Eugene 
Melnyk is thanking the public 
for their support in what he 
calls the “biggest battle” of his 
life — his urgent public appeal 
for a liver transplant. 

Melnyk, 55, who has been 
battling health issues for 
months, was admitted to hos¬ 
pital three weeks ago due to 
the onset of liver-related com¬ 
plications.

Melnyk released a statement 
on Monday saying his health 
became more critical during 
the past few weeks and that his 
friends and family convinced 
him to go public after numer¬

More than 500 people have 
offered to donate part of their 
Ever to Melnyk, and one of his 
doctors said Saturday that he 
could undergo surgery by the 
end of the week.

The Senators announced on

candidates had been identified 
and selected to go through the 
donor screening process. 

A living donor transplant is 
Melnyk’s best option because 
he has rare AB blood; a live 
donor doesn’t need to have a 


matching blood type, whereas 
an organ from a deceased 
donor must be a perfect match. 

“I have been overwhelmed 
by the outpouring of support 
from the public and the media. 
It is truly heartwarming to 
feel loved by so many people,” 
Melnyk said in the statement. 

“Words cannot even begin 
to express how thankful my 
family and I are for your ex¬ 
pressions of support, your pray¬ 
ers, and your unconditional 
desire to help me in the big¬ 
gest battle of my life.” 

Melnyk also stressed the im¬ 
portance of organ donation and 
the Senators said Saturday that 
his health was stable and that 
he is in good spirits. 

“You have lifted my spirits, 
and in the process have given 
me all the strength I need at 
this difficult time,” Melnyk 
said.

Backseat driving from a phone 


A new smartphone app means 
parents can now be backseat 
drivers to their kids without 
having to leave home, and an 
Internet and privacy lawyer 
says its use raises some inter¬ 
esting questions. 

Fredericton-based GeodeTech 
has released its GeodeVu track¬ 
ing app that records a driver’s 
route along with driving behav¬ 
iours, such as speeding, hard 
braking and even distracted 
driving. 

“We call our product a solu¬ 
tion for driver analysis and be¬ 
haviour coaching,” said Michel 


Chiasson, the company’s CEO. 

“As you start driving around, 
what’s going to happen is you 
will see the true behaviours 
coming through,” he said. 

The app can be downloaded 
for free on Android, iOS and 
Blackberry 10 phones, while 
the tracking service will cost 
you a monthly rate of $9.95. 

The app uses the GPS and 
other functions in the driver’s 
phone to track its location, 
and whether it’s used for calls 
or texting while the car is in 
motion. 

Parents concerned with on¬ 


going driver training can log 
into a website to see where 
and how their child has been 
driving. 

David Fraser, a lawyer with 
the firm Mclnnes Cooper in 
Halifax, said the advent of 
smartphones has made it easier 
and cheaper to track people, but 
it should never be done covertly. 

“You should always make 
sure that if it is being used for 
employees that they are told 
that this is happening, and that 
they are told about the policies 
that are underlying it,” he said.

Unproven 
methods are 
outpacing 
regulation 

More than 170 clinics across 
the U.S. are selling experiment¬ 
al stem-cell procedures for doz¬ 
ens of diseases and conditions 
— a mushrooming industry 
that has flourished despite 
little evidence of its safety or 
effectiveness. 

The rise of the U.S. stem¬ 
cell industry illustrates how 
quickly fringe medicine can 
outpace government over¬ 
sight. Over the last five years, 
academic stem-cell research¬ 
ers have watched in dismay 
as doctors treat patients with 
experimental techniques that 
they say could take years, if 
not decades, to become sound 
medicine. 

“It’s sort of this 21st-century 
cutting-edge technology. But 
the way it’s being implemented 
at these clinics and how it’s 
regulated is more like the 19th 
century. It’s a Wild West,” says 
Dr. Paul Knoepfler, a stem-cell 
researcher at the University of 
California at Davis. 

In 2010 there were only a 
handful of doctors promot¬ 
ing stem-cell procedures in 
the U.S., mainly plastic sur¬ 
geons promoting “stem-cell 
facelifts” and other cosmetic 
procedures. But today there are 


clinics throughout the coun¬ 
try promoting stem cells for 
dozens of conditions and dis¬ 
eases, including Alzheimer’s, 
arthritis, erectile dysfunction 
and hair loss. 

The cost of these procedures 
is high, ranging from $5,000 
to $20,000. 

Many of the businesses 
are linked in large, for-profit 


chains that offer doctors the 
chance to join the franchise 
after taking a seminar and buy¬ 


ing some equipment. 

The largest of these chains 
is the Cell Surgical Network,

Stem-cell treatments 

Stem cells have long been 
recognized for their ability 
to reproduce and regener¬ 
ate tissue. And while there 
are high hopes they will 
someday be used to treat 
a range of debilitating 
diseases, critics say stem¬ 
cell entrepreneurs have 
little more than anecdotes 
to support their offerings. 
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co-founded in 2012 by Dr. Mark 
Berman, who spent 30 years as 
a Beverly Hills plastic surgeon 
before working with stem cells. 

His company offers stem-cell 
procedures for more than 30 
diseases and conditions, in¬ 
cluding Lou Gehrig’s disease, 
multiple sclerosis and arthritis. 
He and his partner adapted 
technology from Asia into a 
liposuction-based procedure 
in which fat is pumped out of 
patients’ abdomen, processed 
with drugs and equipment and 
then injected back into the 
body. 

Berman says this fat-based 
“soup” is rich in shape-shift¬ 
ing stem cells that have the 
potential to treat everything 
from neurological diseases to 
achy joints. 

The clinics insist that their 
treatments are safe but rou¬ 
tinely require that patients 
sign waivers, the associated press 


Scientists have figured out all 
the steps to make morphine 
and similar painkillers without 
using opium poppies, open¬ 
ing the door for home-brewed 
drugs and potential abuse. 

While no one has yet re¬ 
ported making morphine in 
the laboratory from scratch, 
some experts are calling for 
regulations to prevent garage 
tinlcerers from making do-it- 
yourself drugs. 

Society needs to “think 
this through now, before it 
becomes a reality,” said bio¬ 
engineer John Dueber of the 
University of California, Berke¬ 
ley, who led a team that dis¬ 
covered the final missing link 
of the process. 

Poppy plants have been 
farmed for centuries for opium, 
from which morphine is de¬ 
rived. The controlled substance 
is often used before and after 
surgeries to relieve severe pain. 

For the past decade, groups 
of researchers have hacked the 
DNA of yeast to mimic poppies, 
in hopes of creating cheaper 
and less-addictive pain reliev¬ 
ers. So far, the yeast strains 
created can only perform the 
last steps of a long process that 
can lead to morphine and other 
narcotic drugs. 

The UC Berkeley team dis¬ 
covered the missing piece — 
the first step in the process 
— and published the findings 
yesterday in the journal Nature 
Chemical Biology.

Nurse found guilty of murder 


A medical mystery that 
began four years ago with un¬ 
explained deaths in a British 
hospital ended yesterday when 
a nurse was convicted of using 
insulin to murder two patients. 

The 49-year-old nurse was 
also convicted of trying to poi¬ 
son 20 other patients during 
what police called a reign of 
terror at Stepping Hill Hospital 
in Stockport, 320 kilometres 
northwest of London. 

In a note found by police, 
Victorino Chua described him¬ 
self as “an angel turned into 
an evil person.” 

The father of two wrote 
“there’s a devil in me” and 
there were certain things he 
would “take to the grave.” Pros¬ 
ecutors said he took his frus¬ 
trations out on his patients. 

Chua was found to have in¬ 
jected insulin into saline bags 


and ampules. Other nurses who 
were not aware of the tamper¬ 
ing then used the bags and 
ampules, leading to insulin 
overdoses. 

The nurse was cleared of a 
third murder charge but con¬ 
victed of attempting to cause 
grievous bodily harm to that 
patient. Other patients re¬ 
covered after receiving simi¬ 
lar insulin overdoses. 

Hospital officials first con¬ 
tacted police in July 2011 after 
finding contaminated vials of 
saline and “unexplained” low 
blood-sugar levels in some pa¬ 
tients. 

After finding the vials con¬ 
tained high levels of insulin, 
police launched a formal in¬ 
vestigation. 

Prosecutors first charged 
another nurse, 27-year-old Reb¬ 
ecca Leighton, with a variety 


of crimes, but the case against 
her was dropped due to insuffi¬ 
cient evidence. 

Chua was not charged with 
the murders and poisonings 
until March 2014. 

Manchester Police Chief 
Peter Fahy yesterday apolo¬ 
gized to Leighton for the time 
she spent in jail after she was 
charged. 

He said Chua seemed un¬ 
fazed by her imprisonment: 
“He was quite happy to stand 
by while she suffered the con¬ 
sequences.” 

One of Chua’s victims was 
a 44-year-old multiple sclero¬ 
sis patient being treated for a 
mild chest infection, who was 
pronounced dead eight hours 
later after being treated with a 
saline ampule containing large 
amounts of insulin.

Obama ends federal transfer 
of combat-style gear to police 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
ended long-running federal 
transfers of some combat-style 
gear to local law enforcement 
on Monday in an attempt to 
ease tensions between police 
and minority communities, 
saying equipment made for the 
battlefield should not be a tool 
of American criminal justice. 

Grenade launchers, bay¬ 
onets, tracked armoured 
vehicles, weaponized aircraft 
and vehicles, firearms and am¬ 
munition of .50-calibre or high¬ 
er will no longer be provided 
to state and local police agen¬ 
cies by the federal government 


under Obama’s order. 

“We’ve seen how militarized 
gear can sometimes give people 
a feeling like there’s an occupy¬ 
ing force, as opposed to a force 
that’s part of the community 
that’s protecting them and 
serving them,” Obama said, 
nine months after an outcry 
over the use of riot gear and 
armoured vehicles by police 
confronting protesters in Fer¬ 
guson, Mo. 

“It can alienate and intimi¬ 
date local residents and send 
the wrong message,” he said. 

Obama made his announce¬ 
ment in Camden, N.J., where 


he praised efforts by the police 
to improve their relationship 
with a poor community strug¬ 
gling with violence. 

With police under increased 
scrutiny over highly publicized 
deaths of black suspects na¬ 
tionwide, Obama also unveiled 
the final report of a task force 
he created to help build con¬ 
fidence between police and 
minority communities. And 
he issued a broader appeal for 
Americans to address the needs 
of poor communities and racial 
disparities before they erupt 
into disorder.

Nurse dies after 42-year coma 


A Mumbai nurse who was in 
a vegetative state for 42 years 
after being sexually assaulted 
while working in a hospital has 
died, authorities said Monday. 

Aruna Shanbaug, 67, suf¬ 
fered severe brain damage 
when she was sodomized and 
strangled with a metal chain 
by a hospital worker in 1973. 

The man, a ward attendant, 
left her to die in the hospital’s 


basement, where she was 
found 11 hours later. She was 
25 years old at the time. 

Shanbaug was diagnosed 
with pneumonia last week and 
was on a life support system for 
the past few days, said Pravin 
Bangar, medical superintend¬ 
ent at Mumbai’s King Edward 
Memorial Hospital. 

Shanbaug’s case sparked a 
debate over India’s euthanasia 


laws after a Mumbai-based 
author and friend of the nurse 
petitioned the courts to stop 
force-feeding her through a 
tube. 

India’s Supreme Court re¬ 
jected the petition and nurses 
at the hospital took turns car¬ 
ing for her.

Ruling in deaths 
of black Arab 
boys raises fear 
of violence 

A French court on Monday ac¬ 
quitted two police officers ac¬ 
cused of contributing to the 
deaths of two minority teen¬ 
agers in a blighted Paris suburb 
a decade ago — a long-awaited 
verdict that crushed the boys’ 
families and raised fears of pos¬ 
sible violence like that seen 
recently in the U.S. 

The deaths of 15-year-old 
Bouna Traore and 17-year-old 
Zyed Benna prompted weeks 
of riots across France in 2005, 
exposing anger and resentment 
in neglected, crime-ridden sub¬ 
urban housing projects. 

The two boys, chased by 
police, entered a power sub¬ 
station in the Paris suburb of 
Clichy-sous-Bois to hide and 
were electrocuted. A third 
boy survived the powerful 


20,000-volt electric shock with 
severe burns. 

On Monday, the court in 
the western city of Rennes 
ruled that officers Sebastien 
Gaillemin and Stephanie Klein 
were not responsible. Neither 
had a “clear awareness of grave 
and imminent danger” as re¬ 
quired by French law, said 
Judge Nicolas Leger. 

Moments after the verdict 
was read, a young woman rose 
in the back of the courtroom 
and shouted: “The police above 
the law, as always.” 

“You are responsible!” shout¬ 
ed Zyed’s brother Adel at the 
two police officers, just a few 
metres away. 

Bouna’s brother Gaye told 
The Associated Press, “I have 
a sense of impunity, of injus¬ 
tice, and disgust.” 

Activists called for protests at 
courthouses across the countiy. 

The mood in the streets of 
Clichy-sous-Bois on Monday 
afternoon was subdued. Resi¬ 
dents expressed little surprise 
at the verdict, some sighing in 
resignation. 


Q BACKGROUND 

The 2005 deaths and 
ensuing riots cast a harsh 
light on the fate of hous¬ 
ing projects populated by 
France's poor, many with 
roots in former colonies in 
Africa. Over three weeks 
of rioting, thousands of 
vehicles were torched, 
public buildings were 
burned and thousands of 
people were arrested. 


About 200 activists and 
others gathered Monday even¬ 
ing a protest at the courthouse 
in Bobigny, near the boys’ 
hometown. 

“The message this verdict 
sends is that these two kids 
did not deserve help because 
they were black and Arab,” 
said protester Issa Diara, of a 
group called Brigade Antinegro- 
phobie, set up in the Paris area 
after the 2005 riots to combat 
fear of black people.

Biker gangs 
threaten 
authorities in 
wake of arrests 

Police were on alert Monday 
for any retaliatory attacks 
after a chaotic shootout be¬ 
tween rival biker gangs left 
nine people dead and at least 
18 more wounded outside a 
Texas restaurant. 

Waco Police Sgt. W. Patrick 
Swanton said authorities had 
received threats against law 
enforcement “throughout the 
night” from biker groups and 
stood ready to confront any 
more violence resulting from 
Sunday’s gunfire. 

“We have a contingency 
plan to deal with those in¬ 
dividuals if they try to cause 
trouble here,” Swanton said 
at a news conference. 

About 170 people were ar¬ 
rested on charges of engaging 
in organized crime. Earlier, 
Swanton said 192 people had 
been arrested but later re¬ 
vised that number downward. 

The shootout erupted 
shortly after noon at a busy 
shopping centre where mem¬ 
bers of at least five rival 


gangs had gathered for a 
meeting, Swanton said. 

Preliminary findings indi¬ 
cate a dispute broke out in 
a bathroom and escalated 
to include knives and guns. 

The fight eventually spilled 
into the restaurant parking 
lot. 

“I was amazed that we 
didn’t have innocent civil¬ 
ians killed or injured,” Swan¬ 
ton said. 

The interior of the restau¬ 
rant was littered with bullet 
casings, knives, bodies and 
pools of blood, he said. 

Authorities were process¬ 
ing the evidence at the scene, 
south of Dallas. 

About 150 or 200 bik¬ 
ers were inside during the 
shootout. 

Parts of downtown Waco 
were locked down, and offi¬ 
cials stopped and questioned 
motorcycle riders. 

Agents from the FBI and 
the federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explo¬ 
sives were assisting local and 
state authorities. 

Police and the operators 
of Twin Peaks were aware 
of the meeting in advance 
and at least 12 Waco officers 
in addition to state troopers 
were outside the restaurant 
when the fight began, Swan¬ 


ton said. 

Officers shot armed bik¬ 
ers, he said. 

It was not immediately 
clear whether any of the nine 
dead were killed by police. 
The identities of the dead 
have yet to be made public. 

McLennan County Sheriff 
Parnell McNamara, whose of¬ 
fice is involved in the investi¬ 
gation, said all nine who were 


killed were members of the 
Bandidos or Cossacks gangs. 

In a 2014 gang threat as¬ 
sessment, the Texas Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety classi¬ 
fied the Bandidos as a “Tier 
2” threat, the second highest. 
Other groups in that tier in¬ 
cluded the Bloods, Crips and 
Aryan Brotherhood of Texas. 

The Texas assessment does 
not mention the Cossacks. 


There’s at least one previ¬ 
ously documented instance 
of violence between the two 
groups. 

In November 2013, a 
46-year-old from Abilene who 
police say was the leader of a 
West Texas Bandidos chapter 
was charged in the stabbings 
of two members of the Cos¬ 
sacks club.

About 170 gang members 
were charged with en¬ 
gaging in organized crime 
and are each being held on 
a $1 million bond.

Ordinary people rush to help migrants 


For hundreds of migrants strand¬ 
ed at sea in sinking boats, the 
first helping hand came not from 
governments but from fisher¬ 
men who towed them to safety. 

The desperation of migrants 
from Myanmar and Bangladesh 
has not compelled neighbouring 
countries to take them in, but 
has inspired compassion from 
ordinary people across South¬ 
east Asia. 

Sympathetic Malaysians have 
launched donation drives to help 
feed migrants who have flooded 
ashore in the past two weeks. 

In Indonesia, where fisherman 
rescued three boats last week 
and saved 900 lives, officials have

appealed to villagers not to get 
too close to the migrants. But 
villagers have ignored the or¬ 
ders. Hundreds have thronged 
the two warehouses where the 
migrants have been housed since 
their Friday arrival, bringing rice, 
clothing and meals. 

“We have to help them, be¬ 
cause they are our brothers,” 


said Hayaturrahman Djakfar, 
who came with a group that 
donated headscarves, children’s 
clothes and food. “And because 
they are struggling for a better 
life and protection.” 

Aid groups estimate that 
thousands more migrants are 
stranded in the Andaman Sea 
after a crackdown on human 
traffickers prompted captains 
and smugglers to abandon then- 
boats. However, the stance of 
Southeast Asian governments 
remains unchanged — none 
want to take the migrants in, 
fearing it would result in an 
unstoppable flow. 
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EU plans to target human traffickers 


European Union nations ap¬ 
proved plans Monday for a naval 
operation to go after the human 
trafficking networks that are 
sending thousands of migrants 
weekly across the Mediterran¬ 
ean toward Europe or to their 
deaths. NATO said it stood ready 
to help out if needed. 

EU foreign policy chief Fed- 
erica Mogherini said she ex¬ 
pects the operation to be fully 
launched next month after Brit¬ 
ain, France, Italy and other na¬ 
tions pledge military equip¬ 
ment. 

More than 10,000 migrants 
have been picked up alive from 
Mediterranean waters in recent 


weeks as they at¬ 
tempted to enter 
Europe from Libya. 

The international 
Organization for 
Migration esti¬ 
mates that nearly 
1,830 migrants 
have died on the 
sea route this year 
compared to 207 in 
the same period last year. 

The first phase of the EU plan 
centres on intelligence gather¬ 
ing and surveillance of smug¬ 
gling routes leading from Libya 
to southern Italy and Malta. 
After that, EU ships would 
start chasing and boarding the 


smugglers’ boats in 
a second phase. The 
28-nation bloc is still 
seeking a UN reso¬ 
lution that would 
give them full legal 
protection as they 
destroy the smug¬ 
glers’ boats in a 
third phase of the 
plan. 

Despite the show of unity, 
the EU showed increasing div¬ 
isions on the plan for manda- 
toiy quotas for member states 
to take in refugees, with Spain 
now joining France, Britain and 
Hungary speaking out against

Flood, mudslide sweep away homes in Colombia, killing at least 58 


An avalanche of mud and deb¬ 
ris roared through an alpine 
town in western Colombia 
before dawn Monday, killing 
at least 58 people in a flash 
flood and mudslide triggered 
by heavy rains. 

Residents were stirred 
from bed in the dead of night 
by a loud rumble and neigh¬ 
bours’ shouts of “The river! 


The river!” as modestly built 
homes and bridges plunged 
into the Libordiana ravine. 

Survivors barely had 
enough time to gather their 
loved ones. 

“It was rocks and tree 
trunks everywhere,” Diego 
Agudelo said, adding that 
never in 34 years living next 
to the ravine had he suspect¬ 


ed such a tragedy was pos¬ 
sible. 

“The river took out every¬ 
thing in its path,” the con¬ 
struction worker said, includ¬ 
ing the back part of his home. 

The disaster hit around 
3 a.m. local time in the 
town of Salgar, about 100 
kilometres southwest of 
Medellin. 


Dozens of rescuers sup¬ 
ported by Black Hawk heli¬ 
copters evacuated residents 
near the ravine for fear of 
another mudslide. 

A red fire truck could be 
seen hauling away several 
bodies, their bare feet dan¬ 
gling from an open trunk. 

President Juan Manuel San¬ 
tos, who travelled to the town 


to oversee relief efforts, said 
several children lost their 
parents and the bodies of 
those killed needed to be 
transported to Medellin to 
be identified. 

As giant diggers were re¬ 
moving debris he vowed to 
rebuild the lost homes and 
provide shelter and assist¬ 
ance for the estimated 500 


people affected by the ca¬ 
lamity. 

By Monday evening, Carlos 
Ivan Marquez, head of the Na¬ 
tional Disasters Unit, said 58 
people had been killed and 
37 injured, adding that more 
than 31 homes had been de¬ 
stroyed and an undetermined 
number of people were mis¬ 
sing.

A White House spokesman, 
Eric Shultz, said Monday the 
U.S. will continue its support 
through airstrilces, advisers and 


trainers; he pointed to an in¬ 
tensified series of coalition air 
assaults in the Ramadi area, 
which included eight strikes 
overnight Sunday. 

The administration has said 
repeatedly that it does not be¬ 
lieve Iraq can be stabilized un¬ 
less Iraqis do the ground fight¬ 
ing. 

The Pentagon insisted Mon¬ 
day the current U.S. plan is still 
viable and that the loss of the 
city was merely part of the ebb 
and flow of war, not a sign that 
ISIL had exposed a fatal weak¬ 
ness in the Iraqi security forces 
and the U.S. strategy. 

The Institute for the Study of 
War, which closely tracks de¬ 
velopments in Iraq, said Ramadi 
was a key victoiy for ISIL. 

“This strategic gain consti¬ 
tutes a turning point in (ISIL’s) 
ability to set the terms of bat¬ 
tle in Anbar as well to project 
force in eastern Iraq,” the in¬ 
stitute said. 

The full implication of 
Ramadi’s fall is hard to define.

Nigeria

The Nigerian militaiy says it de¬ 
stroyed 10 Boko Haram forest 
camps over the weekend, but 
the Islamic extremists killed 
a man and abducted several 
women as they attacked a re¬ 
cently recaptured town, accord¬ 
ing to witnesses. 

Soldiers killed many militants 
and captured heavy weapomy 
in Saturday’s offensive in north¬ 
eastern Sambisa Forest, said 
spokesman Maj. Gen. Chris 
Olulcolade of the Ministry of 
Defence. One soldier was killed 
by a land mine when troops 
overran 10 Boko Haram camps, 
Olulcolade said. 

This comes after a surge in at¬ 
tacks by the Islamic extremists 
including suicide bombings, as¬ 
saults on a business school and 
villages and a repelled night¬ 
time raid by hundreds of fighters 
on the biggest militaiy base in 
northeast Nigeria. Also Saturday, 
some militants attacked villa¬ 
ges and the town of Sabongari 
Yandulam in northeast Yobe 
state, a survivor, farmer James 
Musa, said Monday. Local official 
Maina Ularamu confirmed the 
attack and said one man was 
killed and six women abducted. 

Olulcolade and other Nigerian 
officials had said Boko Haram’s 
main fighting force was trapped 
in the vast Sambisa Forest fol¬ 
lowing a 14-weelc multinational 
offensive that drove them out 
of dozens of towns and villages 
where they had declared an Is¬ 
lamic caliphate. 

But some must have escaped 
to press last week’s attack on 
Giwa Barracks in Maiduguri, 
the biggest northeastern city, 
200 kilometres from the for¬ 
est. The forest offensive had 
destroyed some 20 other camps 
and allowed soldiers to free 700 
captured girls and women.

YouTube film

Appeal court 
agrees with 
free-speech 
advocates 

YouTube should not have been 
forced to take down an anti- 
Muslim film that sparked vio¬ 
lence in the Middle East and 
death threats to actors, a federal 
appeals court ruled Monday in a 
victory for free-speech advocates. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeal sided with Google, which 
owns YouTube, after free-speech 
advocates urged the court to 
overturn a 2-1 decision by three 
of its judges. The three judges 
had ordered YouTube to take 
down the video.

Already a legal oddity for 
its subject matter, the long- 
running case between the boy’s 
estranged parents got an extra 
dose of drama when Hironimus 
fled with the child nearly three 
months ago, going into hiding 
at a domestic-violence shelter 
while a state judge warned she 
risked imprisonment for defy¬ 
ing orders and refusing to ap¬ 
pear in court. She was arrested 
Thursday and remains jailed. 

Hironimus, 31, and the 
boy’s father, Dennis Nebus, 
have been warring since her 
pregnancy. They were never 
married but share custody of 
their child, and in a parenting 
agreement filed in court, the 
two agreed to the boy’s cir¬ 
cumcision. The mother later 
changed her mind, giving way 
to the long legal battle. 

Though Marra made no rul¬ 
ing in the case, he was often 
incredulous as Hironimus’ at¬ 
torney, Thomas Hunker, con¬ 
tended the case could continue 
in federal court. Hunker said 
because the procedure was 
not performed in infancy, it 
was now a “life-and-death situ¬ 
ation” involving the risk of 
anesthesia. 

Though Marra quickly dis¬ 
mantled Hunker’s argument 
over the fairness of circumcis¬ 
ing the boy at all when such a 
procedure would be barred as 
genital mutilation if he were 
a girl, the attorney sought to 
frame the case as having the 
ability to protect the constitu¬ 
tional right to bodily integrity. 

“There has to be a limit to 
how far a parent can go to 
permanently alter a child’s 
body,” Hunker said. 

The case has stirred the 
attention of some who reject 
circumcision as barbaric, and a 
small group of protesters gath¬ 
ered outside the courthouse.

American in Haiti may be 
re-tried on abuse charges

Haitian justice authorities are 
making plans for a new crim¬ 
inal trial against a U.S. cit¬ 
izen who has been accused of 
physically and sexually abus¬ 
ing boys in a Port-au-Prince 
orphanage that he has run 
for decades in the impover¬ 
ished Caribbean country, a 
top government official and 
lawyers said Monday. 

Michael Geilenfeld, an 
Iowa native and a former 
member of Mother Ter¬ 
esa’s Missionaries of Char¬ 
ity group, opened the St. 
Joseph’s Home for Boys in 
the Haitian capital in 1985. 
He was arrested in Septem¬ 
ber, but was freed last month 
when a Haitian judge dis¬ 
missed the case following 
a brief trial that was not at¬ 
tended by the five accusers, 
now adults. 

Justice Minister Pierre-Ri- 
chard Casimir said that an ap¬ 
peal filed by lawyers for the 
alleged victims, allowing the 
case to be re-examined, has 
been granted. Without dis¬ 
closing specifics, he said Mon¬ 
day the prosecutor “didn’t do 
the case correctly” and has 
since been sanctioned. 

“There should be another 
trial in this case,” Casimir 
said in a phone interview. 

Manuel Jeanty, a lawyer 
for the accusers, said he and 
his clients were not notified 
about the recent trial before¬ 
hand, but hope they “will see 
justice” in Haiti now that 


an appeal has been granted. 

Defence lawyer Alain Le- 
mithe said he and other at¬ 
torneys are prepared to “go 
back to court to defend Mr. 
Geilenfeld’s interests.” He al¬ 
leged that the government’s 
decision to grant the appeal 
was made “under pressure,” 
adding that “what they are 
doing is not illegal but it’s 
very unusual.” 

Geilenfeld’s lawyers blame 
an email and blog campaign 
by U.S. activist Paul Kendrick 


of Freeport, Maine, for their 
client’s arrest, and for the 
granting of the appeal. 

Kendrick, co-founder of the 
Maine chapter of a Catholic 
reform group, launched a 
campaign against Geilenfeld 
in 2011 after learning of the 
abuse allegations. 

Geilenfeld and Hearts with 
Haiti, a North Carolina non¬ 
profit organization that rais¬ 
es money for the orphan¬ 
age, filed a defamation suit 
against Kendrick in February 


2013, claiming the allega¬ 
tions against him were “false 
and heinous.” In a deposition 
filed in the civil case, Geilen¬ 
feld denied ever engaging 
in a sexual act with anyone 
under age 18 and said the 
campaign against him had 
cost his group more than $1.5 
million in donations. 

Geilenfeld’s charity in¬ 
cludes three homes, a guest 
house for missionaries and a 
dance troupe that has toured 
the U.S. and Canada to pro¬ 


mote his organization. 

It was not immediately 
clear how reopening the case 
against Geilenfeld in Haiti 
will affect the U.S. defama¬ 
tion lawsuit against Kendrick. 
Kendrick applauded the de¬ 
cision on the Haiti appeal. 
“The minister of justice has 
affirmed that the voices of 
the victims of abuse will be 
heard,” he said by email. A 
guard said Geilenfeld was in 
the St. Joseph’s Home. 
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Two wounded Russian soldiers 
captured while fighting in war- 
torn eastern Ukraine have been 
transferred to a hospital in 
Kyiv, Ukrainian officials said 
Monday as Moscow once again 
firmly denied any involvement 
in the fighting. 

The Russians were wound¬ 
ed and taken prisoner Satur¬ 
day near the front-line town 
of Shchastia in the separatist 
Luhanslc region, Ukrainian of¬ 
ficials reported. 

Russia-backed separatists 
in eastern Ukraine have been 
fighting government troops 
for a year in a conflict that has 
killed over 6,100 people but 
Russia has denied supplying 
them either with weaponry 
or troops. When several Rus¬ 
sian soldiers were captured on 
Ukrainian territory last sum¬ 
mer, Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin said they had simply 
got lost. 

Asked about the new re¬ 
ports Monday, Putin spokes¬ 
man Dmitry Peskov again de¬ 
nied any Russian involvement 
in Ukraine’s war. 

“We have said repeated¬ 
ly that there are no Russian 
troops in Donbass,” Peskov 
said, referring to eastern 
Ukraine. 

Russian Defence Ministry 
spokesman Gen.-Maj. Igor 
Konashenlcov was quoted by 
the Interfax news agency as 
saying the two were not cur¬ 
rent Russian soldiers but for¬ 
mer ones, while the separatist 
mouthpiece Luhanslc Informa¬ 
tion Center claimed the two 
were policemen from Luhanslc, 
not Russian soldiers. 

Viktor Muzhenlco, chairman 
of the Ukrainian General Staff, 
told reporters the two men 
were taken to Kyiv, the capital, 
where they are receiving treat¬ 
ment after being wounded.

Imagine being able to see three 
times better than 20/20 vision 
without wearing glasses or 
contacts — even at age 100 or 
more — with the help of bionic 
lenses implanted in your eyes. 

Dr. Garth Webb, a British 
Columbia-based optometrist 
who invented the Ocumetics 
Bionic Lens, says patients would 
have perfect vision and that 
driving, progressive and con¬ 
tact lenses would become a 
dim memory as the eye-care 
industiy is transformed. 

Webb says people who have 
the specialized lenses surgical-

ly inserted would never get 
cataracts because their natural 
lenses, which decay over time, 
would have been replaced. 

Perfect eyesight would result 
“no matter how crummy your 
eyes are,” Webb says, adding 
the Bionic Lens would be an op¬ 
tion for someone who depends 
on corrective lenses and is older 
than about 25, when the eye 
structures are fully developed. 

“This is vision enhancement 
that the world has never seen 
before,” he says, showing a 
Bionic Lens, which looks like 
a tiny button. 

“If you can just barely see 
the clock at 10 feet, when you 
get the Bionic Lens you can see 
the clock at 30 feet away,” says 
Webb. He demonstrates how a 
custom-made lens — that folds 
like a taco in a saline-filled syr¬ 
inge — would be placed in an 
eye, where it would unravel 
itself within 10 seconds. 

He says the painless proced¬ 
ure, identical to cataract sur¬ 
gery, would take about eight 
minutes and a patient’s sight 
would be immediately cor¬ 
rected. 

Webb, the CEO of Ocumet¬ 
ics Technology Corp., has spent 
the last eight years and about 


$3 million researching and de¬ 
veloping the Bionic Lens, get¬ 
ting international patents and 
securing a biomedical manu¬ 
facturing facility in Delta, B.C. 

His mission is fuelled by the 
“obsession” he’s had to free 
himself and others from cor¬ 
rective lenses since he was in 


Grade 2, when he was saddled 
with glasses. 

“At age 45 I had to struggle 
with reading glasses — which, 
like most people, I found was 
a great insult.” 

Webb’s efforts culminated in 
his recent presentation of the 
lens to 14 top ophthalmologists 


in San Diego the day before an 
annual gathering of the Amer¬ 
ican Society of Cataract and 
Refractive Surgeiy.

Cities keep an eye on 
mailboxes dispute

Canada, Mexico win 
meat labelling light 


Canada Post and the city of 
Hamilton, Ont., are going to 
court over how much of a say 
local governments can have 
over where community mail¬ 
boxes can be installed — and 
municipalities across Canada 
are watching to see who wins. 

After hearing complaints 
over safety, privacy, litter and 
traffic when the mailboxes are 
installed, Hamilton’s city coun¬ 
cil amended a bylaw, which 
now requires Canada Post to 


obtain a $200 permit per site to 
install the mailboxes on muni¬ 
cipal land. City staff would as¬ 
sess each mailbox’s location to 
ensure it meets city standards. 

Canada Post ignored the by¬ 
law, however, saying that under 
the federal Canada Post Act, it 
has the exclusive jurisdiction 
over postal services and the 
legal authority to install com¬ 
munity mailboxes on munici¬ 
pally owned property. 
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Canada and Mexico have de¬ 
feated the United States’ meat¬ 
labelling rules at the World 
Trade Organization, winning 
a final appeal that could pave 
the way to retaliatory sanctions. 

If the U.S. wants to avoid a 
broader trade war, Monday’s 
decision means it might have 
to drop its insistence on special 
grocery-store labels that identify 
meat by its country of origin. 

Failure to fix the meat label¬ 
ling requirement could lead 


to tariffs on a wide range of 
U.S. products, including wine, 
chocolate, cereal and frozen 
orange juice. 

Proponents of labels argued 
that customers have the right to 
know where their food comes 
from. Canada and Mexico coun¬ 
tered that it was actually a pro¬ 
tectionist measure designed to 
keep foreign meat off the gro¬ 
cery shelves while offering no 
benefit for food safety.

Learning to parent a 
cycling speed demon

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Last fall, I engaged in a folly 
common to a bicycle-loving 
parent: I bought my nine-year- 
old daughter a ridiculously 
nice ride. 

It was a little Scott road 
bike that was heavily reduced 
for an end-of-season sale. The 
thing about nine-year-olds is, 
if you give them a fast bike, 
they’re going to ride it fast. 

This past weekend, she and 
I were riding around town, 
running errands and check¬ 
ing out an art show, riding on 
routes we hadn’t before. 

In response, I sort of forgot 
about being a responsible 
parent and went into cycling 
autopilot — I mean, we were 
averaging nearly 20 kilo¬ 
metres per hour. 


It’s a nice moment as a par¬ 
ent when your kid is finally 
good enough to do something 
that you can do it, unreserv¬ 
edly, together. But sailing 
through a downtown red light 
— the roads were empty, and 
even the pedestrians were 
disobeying — I realized that I 
was also teaching her how to 
ride like a bike courier. 

There are two sorts of cyc¬ 
lists in the world: “bad” cyc¬ 
lists intent on getting where 
they’re going as quickly as 
possible, sometimes breaking 
traffic rules; and “good” cyc¬ 
lists, who ride the way cyclists 
are supposed to ride (accord¬ 
ing to rule-makers, at least). 

The law-abiding cyclists ride 
on bike paths or on multi-use 
trails but get off their bicycles 
to walk eveiy single time the 
route intersects with a road 
because, technically, those 
are pedestrian crossings. They 
obey the rules of the road — 


which are designed for cars — 
even if they endanger or don’t 
make sense for a cyclist. 

Riding single file with your 
kid in front, even though she 
doesn’t know where she’s go¬ 
ing, or behind you, subject to 
dangers you can’t see, is one 
of those rules. 

Or those lights downtown 
that make me crazy, timed 
exactly so that a car going 
the speed limit can hit eveiy 
one green. If you’re on a bi¬ 
cycle, you wait for one to turn 
green, then you hit the next 
one red. 

In short, I was teaching my 
kid to be the sort of cyclist 
other road users complain 
about. 

I spoke with Eben Weiss, 
better known as Bike Snob 
NYC, about law-abiding cyc¬ 
lists. 

“In many places, the infra¬ 
structure is so car-centric that 
cyclists are forced to operate 


in ‘survival mode.’ Follow¬ 
ing the letter of the law on a 
bike in many places simply 
feels counter to your survival 
instincts.” 

He thinks the de facto il¬ 
legality of much of urban 
cycling should be addressed 
softly: by keeping cycling ac¬ 
cessible. Getting your kids out 
cycling so they grow up with 
that ability and perspective — 
and not killing it with helmet 
laws and bicycle licensing. 

Meanwhile, I’m teaching 
my kids my version of the 
rules of the road. Sure, act pre¬ 
dictably (which means, a lot of 
the time, obeying the rules of 
the road). But also: assume in¬ 
visibility. Stay alert. Make eye 
contact. Take up space. 

But also: love the ride.

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B.B. King is gone, but 
his truth is still in the 
gospel sound 


"Church was not only a warm 
spiritual experience," B.B. 

King once said. "It was excit¬ 
ing entertainment." 

The legendary blues 
singer, who died on Thurs¬ 
day, grew up on gospel. 

"It was where I could sit 
next to a pretty girl and 
mostly it was where the 
music got all over my body 
and made me wanna jump." 

Like King, some of the 
world's best jazz, soul and 
blues singers hail from 
churches. They might have 
been the natural places to 
learn to sing in the heavily 
spiritual American south, but 
it's the kind of singing going 
on there that mattered. And 
its power hasn't waned. 

When I lived in London, I 
sang in a gospel choir half- 
filled with non-Christians. 

"It's still the most moving 
music for me," one of them 
told me. 

The deep rhythms seize 
your chest and urge your 
body to move. The best 
singers make you feel their 
desperation, joy, pain. 

Halfway through mass dur¬ 
ing a visit to New Orleans last 
fall, I watched a woman take 
the mic and felt like I could 
have been hearing Whitney 
Houston (who also started in 
gospel). While some gospel 
singers have been propelled 
to fame — think Aretha 
Franklin, Al Green and Sam 
Cooke — countless other 
incredible voices are content 


to praise God on Sunday, 
and leave it at that. 

"There's a humility in the 
music," as my old gospel 
choir director told me. I'd 
add that there's authenticity. 
No one is faking it. The love 
is profound. 

Gospel stands in stark 
contrast to the whitewashed 
sound of many Western 
churches, the watered-down 
folk hymn stuff my old direc¬ 
tor dubbed "lowest-common 
denominator" music. It 
tries to tell you how to feel, 
while gospel's swelling, tidal 
harmonies are the true mes¬ 
sage. 

He even mused that bland 
music is to blame for dwin¬ 
dling attendance at many 
congregations in Canada 
and the U.S., while tourists 
pack the pews in the best 
gospel churches. 

B.B. King is gone. But the 
truth in his music — human 
suffering, human striving — 
is still in the blues, and it's 
still in gospel. 

"There's blues for anything 
that bothers you," King has 
said. "I listen to gospel music 
and, believe it or not, I hear 
the same thing. The only dif¬ 
ference is these people are 
praying to God or Jesus." 

If we had a little more 
King in church, more people, 
of whatever beliefs, might 
come — if only for that 
feeling of being spiritually 
scrubbed on the inside until 
you're clean.

Documentary 
a reflection of 
the toxic nature 
of celebrity 

Amy Winehouse was many 
things: artist, icon, victim of 
celebrity. For London-born 
director Asif Kapadia, she was 
basically the girl next door. 

Kapadia, who made award¬ 
winning documentary Senna 
about Formula 1 driver Ayrton 
Senna, lived and worked in 
some of the same north Lon¬ 
don neighbourhoods as Wine- 
house did. Like millions of 
others, he also watched with 
horrified fascination as the 
singer’s struggles with love, 
drugs and alcohol were splat¬ 
tered across the media in the 
years before her death from 


alcohol poisoning in 2011. 

“I veiy much felt, ‘I can’t be¬ 
lieve this is happening down 
the road from where I live,”’ 
said Kapadia, whose documen¬ 
tary about Winehouse, Amy, 
is playing at the Cannes Film 
Festival. “One of my reasons 
for wanting to do it was, I’ve 
finally found a subject to do 
about home. 

“Senna was like from an¬ 
other planet, and Amy was 
from next door. 

“She was so ordinary, so 
local, and so brilliant in the 
way she expressed that in her 
lyrics.” 

London was Winehouse’s 
inspiration — for good and 
bad. 

“I love the city,” Kapadia 
said, sitting in a luxury hotel 
on the French Riviera. “I love 
the creativity. I love the fact 
you can look like what you 
want to look like, do what¬ 


ever the hell you want, you 
can be amazing. But it’s got a 
darkness to it, and her story 
sort of covers those ends of 
the spectrum.” 

Compiled from archive 
footage, home movies and 
more than 100 interviews with 
people who knew Winehouse, 
Amy is partly a tribute to a 
lost talent, partly a portrait 


of a young woman coping 
with depression and doubt, 
and partly a reflection on the 
toxic nature of celebrity. 

The film has been ac¬ 
claimed in Cannes, where it 


premiered in the late-night 
Midnight Screenings slot — 
the first time Kapadia had 
seen the movie with an audi¬ 
ence. 

“It was very emotional,” 
Kapadia said. “A lot of tears. 
Nobody moved for the last 
hour.” 

There are some dissenters 
amid the praise. Winehouse’s 


parents appear in the film but 
have recently criticized it, call¬ 
ing it “unbalanced” and saying 
it suggests family members 
did too little to help the singer 
overcome her addictions. 


Kapadia says he did not set 
out to blame anyone for Wine¬ 
house’s death. 

“I’m not pointing the fin¬ 
ger, I’m just saying this is real¬ 
ly complicated,” he said. “But 
there are issues, and there are 
maybe things that could have 
been done differently. 

“It’s turning the mirror on 
everyone, saying, we’re all 
slightly to blame, complicit, 
a part of this system — this 
circus — that it became.” 

He hopes members of the 
family will come to see the 
film the way he does — as 
a rounded portrait of Wine¬ 
house, and a tribute to her. 

“I’m hoping with a bit of 
hindsight that there’ll be a 
rethinking of it. Not to take 
things personally but to just 
say, look, people love her, 
that’s the thing. It’s about 
her and kind of rebalancing 
everyone’s image of her.” 


The film gives ample time 
to Winehouse’s music, from 
the jazz sounds on her first 
album, Frank, to the soul and 
hip-hop influences that in¬ 
fused her breakthrough rec¬ 
ord, Back to Black. 

The single Rehab was her 
biggest hit, and also some¬ 
thing of an albatross. Wine¬ 
house was constantly asked to 
perform the song about how 
“They tried to make me go 
to rehab — I said no, no, no.” 

Kapadia said that in retro¬ 
spect the song sounds like 
“an incredible cry for help.” 

“The clue is always in her 
songs,” he said. “Two songs: 
Stronger Than Me — ‘I want 
someone who’s stronger than 
me’ — and Love is a Losing 
Game, sum her up. If she had 
those two elements, then 
maybe there would have been 
some peace.”

Bill Murray has walked onto 
David Letterman’s show dressed 
as Liberace, a jockey and a foot¬ 
ball player, flown onto the set in 
a Peter Pan outfit, worked out 
while singing Let’s Get Physic¬ 
al and dove into a water-filled 
dumpster strewn with garbage. 
This week he’ll be saying good¬ 
bye. 

Murray’s 44th and final ap¬ 
pearance Tuesday will mark the 
end of late-night television’s most 
unique and enduring host-guest 
relationship, with years of odd¬ 
ball humour by two comics 
whose sensibilities seemed per¬ 
fectly aligned. 

Letterman ends his 33-year run 
as a late-night host the next night. 

Murray, the former Saturday 


Night Live player turned movie 
star, guested on Letterman’s first 
Late Night on Feb. 1,1982, and on 
the Aug. 30,1993, debut of CBS’s 
Late Show. Others have appeared 
with Letterman more times — 
Marv Albert, Regis Philbin, Tom 
Brolcaw and a few more — but 
none as indelibly as Murray. 

“He is one of the all-time great 
talk show guests,” said Rob Bur¬ 
nett, executive producer of the 
Late Show. 

Before the first of Letterman’s 
6,028 nights as host, Murray 
came to a meeting and men¬ 
tioned spoofing Olivia Newton- 
John’s hit song, said Paul Shaf¬ 
fer, Letterman’s bandleader. 
Then Murray disappeared, not 
attending any rehearsals, not 
even showing up at the studio 
until after the show’s taping 
began, he said. Much perspira¬ 
tion ensued. Finally, he showed 
up and performed an exagger¬ 
ated routine to the song that 
included pulling a woman from 
the audience.

TV holds more potential for female director hires than movies 


When writer-producer Marti 
Noxon, Gone Girl author Gil¬ 
lian Flynn and a studio executive 
met with a potential star for the 
upcoming TV adaptation of an¬ 
other Flynn novel, die actress was 
struck by something unusual. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever had a 
meeting with all women,” Noxon 
recalled the actress, who typically 
worked in movies, commenting. 
“I said, ‘Get used to it.’” 

Behind-the-camera hiring both 
in film and TV is so statistically 
dismal that the American Civil 
Liberties Union last week called 
for an investigation into the in¬ 
dustry’s “systemic failure” to 
hire female directors. 

However, while the percent¬ 
age of big-screen directors has 
slipped, TV is displaying its po¬ 
tential for significant change. 


The contrast is due in part to 
studios’ obsession with costly 
action movies that are entrusted 
almost exclusively to veteran 
male directors. 

It also stems from the unique 
and influential role of the TV 
showrunner: the person who 
steers writing and production 
on a series. 

Formally titled executive pro¬ 
ducers, showrunners generally 
come from the ranks of screen¬ 
writers. Although women are 
underrepresented as TV writers 
— holding less than a third of 
cable and broadcast jobs, accord¬ 
ing to a Writers Guild of America 
study—the ones who rise to the 
top can pull other women along. 

Noxon is proof of that. Her 
Bravo series, Girlfriends’ Guide to 
Divorce, hired four female direc-

A 2014 Directors Guild of 
America report found that 
women directed 14 per 
cent of the 3,500TV and 
major online episodes 
produced in the 2012-13 
season. But the gender 
division is far more 
lopsided in movies, 
according to the ACLU:

tors in its debut 2014-15 season. 

“That is a conscious effort,” 
she said. “But the great news is 
it’s not difficult because they’re 


supertalented.” 

The ACLU’s request for a hir¬ 
ing probe by state and federal 
civil rights agencies coincided 
with last week’s unveiling of 
freshman network series for 
2015-16, a window into the cur¬ 
rent state of female hiring in TV. 

New series with female 
showrunners include The Catch, 
created by Jennifer Schuur, and 
The Family from Jenna Bans, 
both on ABC; Hot & Bothered 
from Chrissy Pietrosh and Jes¬ 
sica Goldstein on NBC; and CBS’s 
Code Black, with Noxon among 
its executive producers. 

They join a field of returning

Reality television 
'is not going away’

Producer Rob Lee has spear¬ 
headed more than 500 hours 
of scripted and unscripted pro¬ 
gramming over the course of his 
career, including standouts like 
Millionaire Matchmaker, Amer¬ 
ica’s Best Dance Crew, Euros of 
Hollywood and Blowout, so he 
knows a thing or two about what 
makes for successful reality TV. 

Reality TV is here to stay: 

“Despite the rise of scripted 


drama in particular, reality and 
unscripted television is not go¬ 
ing away. The economics alone, 
plus the fact that there is a great 
demand for it across demograph¬ 
ics, makes it a staple of our tele¬ 
vision viewing spectrum,” Lee 
cautions. “It ain’t going away, 
but it’s going to morph in a lot 
of different ways. And at the end 
of the day, it’s most prolific in the 
places that can finance it most 
effectively and simply, but that 
model is fluid and changing all 
the time.” 

The future is in mobile: 

“Anybody who’s starting off 
in reality TV has to focus on 
mobile,” Lee says. “That’s the 
touchstone to everything because 
the younger generation still is 
weaned on and used to watching 
so much if not all of their pro¬ 
gramming on their smartphone 
device. Everything’s going to col¬ 
lapse into one another in terms 


of the digital spectrum anyway 
in how we’re going to be view¬ 
ing television.” 

What makes a great real¬ 
ity star: 

“It’s that unpredictable, big, 
somewhat crazy personality, 
but mixed with brilliance and 
great professionalism and tal¬ 
ent,” Lee explains. “Years ago, 
Bravo wanted to do something 
with an interior designer. He 
was immensely talented and 
successful, but he was just kind 
of a straightforward guy, not 
that exciting to talk to and was 
really protective of all his clients, 
and I left the interview saying, 
‘I’d have him — if I could ever 
afford him — design my house, 
but he’s not a TV star.’ He wasn’t 
what it took. (Millionaire Match¬ 
maker star) Patti Stanger is a veiy 
outspoken, volatile, extreme per¬ 
sonality, but she is smart as hell, 
the ultimate truth-teller.

Mad Men diehards gathered in 
bars, restaurants and comedy 
clubs across New York on Sun¬ 
day to discover the fate of Don 
Draper et al. as the curtain came 
down on the award-winning ret¬ 
ro-cool television series. After 
seven seasons, eight years and 
nearly 100 episodes, it all came 
down to this — and few were 
left disappointed.

Youthful Sundance crowd 
picked friends over hotels 

fA new University of Utah 
study shows attendees at 
the Sundance Film Festival 
are getting younger and 
eschewing hotels to stay at 
friends' homes. 

The study released this 
week found the star-stud¬ 
ded Park City-based event 
brought $83.4 million worth 
of economic impact to Utah 
this year. That's down from 
about $86.4 million the year 
before, even though attend¬ 
ance was up. 

The Robert Redford- 
helmed festival attracted 
about 46,000 people this 
year, compared to about 
45,000 last year, according 
to the study from the uni¬ 
versity's business school. 


But those attendees spent 
less money on hotels. The 
average Sundance atten¬ 
dee paid $121 a day to stay 
in Utah, which is about $20 
a day less than last year's 
average. 

The lodging drop ac¬ 
counts for most of the dip 
in spending, researchers 
said in the study released 
Thursday. 

More visitors 
reported staying 
with family and 
friends or go¬ 
ing outside the 
event's pricey 
epicentre in the 
Park City and 
Deer Valley area. 

A larger por¬ 
tion of attendees 
were also Utah 


residents. 

The study is based on 
about 800 random surveys 
of people at the festival 
and numbers reported by 
the Sundance Institute. The 
2015 festival ran for 10 days 
starting in late January. 

Now in its 31st year, Sun¬ 
dance has grown to show¬ 
case talent in art, music, 

television and new 
media as well as 
film. The festival 
takes about a year 
to setup and sup¬ 
ported 1,350 jobs 
this year. Films are 
shown at 16 the¬ 
atres in Park City, 
Salt Lake City, 
Sundance ski re¬ 
sort and Ogden. 
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Amount of 
money the 
Sundance 
Festival brought 
in this year in 
economic 
benefits.

BUYING STUFF 

Separate your 
wants from 
needs to save 
yourself grief 



Lots of people shop emotion¬ 
ally instead of with their heads, 
buying stuff they don’t need 
because they’ve had a bad day, 
had a great day, or been with 
someone who is very convin¬ 
cing — be it a salesman, a best 
friend, or a wife/husband with 
an itch to acquire. 

Have you ever bought some¬ 
thing you just couldn’t live with¬ 
out and afterwards found your¬ 
self scratching your head and 
wondering, ‘What the hell was 
I thinking?’ If so, you’ve experi¬ 
enced buyer’s remorse. And if 
you find yourself shopping and 
taking back, shopping and tak¬ 
ing back, you’ve got a chronic 
case of buyer’s remorse. 

In a case of “buyer’s remorse,” 
you buy but then you continue 
to think about what you bought 
and end up regretting the pur¬ 
chase because you know you 
shouldn’t have, you didn’t have 
the money really, you were sup¬ 
posed to use that money for 
something else, your partner is 
going to flip, you’re sure now 
it wasn’t the best deal going ... 
I could go on. At the centre of 
your dilemma is the fact that 
your thoughts and your actions 
don’t match. 

Another reason people may 
feel regret when they finally 
plunk down money is some¬ 
thing psychologists call “maxi¬ 
mizing.” That’s when you com¬ 
pare all the possible options, 


which takes hard work, so you 
end up irritated and unsatisfied 
by the veiy experience of having 
to sift through all the choices to 
come up with the best buying de¬ 
cision. While maximizing would 
seem to equate to “smarter shop¬ 
ping,” it leaves people less satis¬ 
fied than choosing what they 
want and buying the first thing 


that meets their needs. 

It doesn’t help satisfaction lev¬ 
els any that it’s way too easy to 
re-evaluate anything purchased 
with 20/20 hindsight. It’s inter¬ 
esting that we don’t do it for our 
experience purchases. That may 
be why we get so much more joy 
when we buy experiences than 
when we buy stuff. 

And then, of course, there’s 
the frustration of buying some¬ 
thing brand-spanking new only 
to watch it become obsolete 90 
seconds later when the newer, 
improved version comes out. 
It is almost as if companies are 
banking on your disappointment 
to motivate you to spend some 
more money. And don’t even 
get me started on things that 
fall in price right after you’ve 
bought them. 

This is one of the regrets that’s 
helped me to apply my shopping 
strategies: I don’t buy right away 
(I’m not an early adopter), I set 
a minimum standard for what I 
need, and I never look back. I am 
content to know that what I have 
given myself is what I wanted, 
and I don’t second-guess myself. 


Q SHOPPING STRATEGIES 


Here's what you should 
do to avoid that wish-l- 
could-take-it-back feeling 

1. Make a list and never buy 
anything that's not on your 
list. If you see something you 
really, want, add it to the list. 

2. Once you've added it to 
your list, go home and sleep 
on it. If you want it tomorrow, 
go to step three. 

3. Do some research before 
you buy. Make sure you know 
how much the item you're 
buying is really worth. 

4. Get a second opinion. 


Take your sister, your best 
friend, or your dad with 
you, and ask if they think it's 
worth the price. 

5. If there's any financing 
involved, figure out what 
the item will end up costing 
once you've paid the finan¬ 
cing charge. 

6 . Ask yourself, 'Do I need it, 
or do I just want it?' Take care 
of your needs first. 

7. Ask yourself, 'What else 
could I do with the money 
I'm spending on this item?' 
Put your money where it 
will do you the most good.

From the corset-less dress 
worn by “La Divine” Suzanne 
Lenglen and designed by French 
creator Jean Patou to the reveal¬ 
ing blaclc-and-red outfit that 
Venus Williams exhibited five 
years ago, the tennis stadium 
located in the chic western dis¬ 
trict of the French capital has 
always been a fashion hot spot. 

“Players want to show their 
personality through their 
clothes,” former player Tati¬ 
ana Golovin told The Associ¬ 
ated Press at the launch of an 
exhibition recounting the links 
between fashion and tennis at 
the Roland Garros museum. 

The exhibit, called Game, Set 


and Fashion, has more than 60 
pieces of women’s and men’s 
clothing on display, some that 
have never been shown before, 
as well as pictures, posters and 
a focus on the fashion design¬ 
ers who made tennis fashion. 

There are dresses and shorts 
— some dating back to 1890 — 
a lavish male tennis coat, auto¬ 
graphed outfits by the likes of 


Steffi Graf and Williams, and 
a collection of tennis shoes. 

The 27-year-old Golovin is a 
fan of the tennis fashion from 
the 1960s, a period when Brit¬ 
ish designer Ted Tinling created 
dresses with innovative shapes, 
frills and furbelows. 

“The tennis fashion in the 
’60s was really audacious,” 
Golovin said, the associated press

Kids benefit from 
multiple languages

Multilingual 
environment 
fosters better 
social skills 

Children who hear more than 
one language spoken at home 
could be better communicators 
than those raised in monolin¬ 
gual homes, according to a 
new study from the University 
of Chicago. 

Springboarding on the idea 
that effective communication 
requires the ability to see the 
perspectives of others, the re¬ 
searchers concluded that chil¬ 
dren raised in multilingual 


environments could be better 
at interpreting the meaning 
behind the words. 

In a surprising twist, the 
children don’t have to actually 
speak more than one language, 
just hearing a second language 
is a building block for social 
communication, according to 
the study. 

“Children in multilingual 
environments have extensive 
social practice in monitoring 
who speaks what to whom, and 
observing the social patterns 
and allegiances that are formed 
based on language usage,” says 
Katherine Kinzler, associate 
professor of psychology and an 
expert on language and social 
development. 

While a bevy of research 


exists hailing the cognitive 
benefits of being bilingual, 
this study, published in the 
journal Psychological Science, 
is the first to suggest that ex¬ 
posure to multiple languages 
has social benefits. 

“These early socio-linguistic 
experiences could hone chil¬ 
dren’s skills at taking other 
people’s perspectives and pro¬ 
vide them tools for effective com¬ 
munication,” says Kinzler. “A lot 
of communication is about per¬ 
spective taking, which is what 
our study measures.” 

The researchers worked with 
a total of 72 four-to-six-year old 
children who came from one 
of three different language 
backgrounds.

Rat droppings, human 
urine found in fake makeup 

The City of London police 
have issued a warning about 
the health risks posed by 
counterfeit makeup. 

Police said Monday that imi¬ 
tations of brand-name make¬ 
up are often produced in 
unsanitary conditions. They 
said rat droppings and poi¬ 
son have been found in fake 
cosmetics and laboratory 
tests have uncovered poison¬ 
ous chemicals — including 
cyanide and human urine — 
in counterfeit perfume. 

City of London police said 
more than 5,500 websites 
selling fake luxury items have 
been suspended and more 
than £3.5 million ($5.5 mil¬ 
lion) in bogus items seized.

Salty diet may 
interfere with puberty 

High-salt diets could delay 


puberty, according to a 
new study. 

"Current salt-loading in 
Western populations has 
the potential to drastically 
affect reproductive health, 
and warrants further atten¬ 
tion," says lead author 
Dori Pitynski of the Univer¬ 
sity of Wyoming in the 
U.S. 

Late puberty can lead to 
behavioural problems, in¬ 
creased stress and reduced 
fertility, according to the 
study. 

But according to a recent 
study, reducing salt intake 
to meet guidelines from 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion (WHO) could be nearly 
impossible. The WHO rec¬ 
ommends consuming less 
than 2,000 milligrams of 
salt per day, an amount 
roughly equal to less than a 
teaspoon.

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Many students would love nothing more than 
to take the summer off, shut down their brain, 
and put a pause on learning. Unfortunately, 
a summer of slacking doesn’t just leave your 
brain idling in neutral — it can actually send 
it in reverse. 

Research quoted by the Reading is Funda¬ 
mental Program in the United States suggests 
that students can lose approximately 2.6 
months’ worth of grade-level equivalency in 
mathematical computation skills over the 
summer months. There are varying degrees of 
impact on reading, as well, based on age. 

And the issue is exacerbated at lower 
income levels. 

50 WHAT’S THE SOLUTION? 

Summer school isn’t always an option. For the 
most part, in North America, we treat summer 
school as an opportunity to catch up to grade 
levels or to repeat classes. And kids do need 
time to be a kid — a summer full of reading, 
writing, and arithmetic won’t exactly endear 
most children to the idea of lifelong learning.
